WMi the heat on from publicity about the wide- 
open gambling and nip Jolnte on Virginia Beach, the "man-ln-charge- 
of-closing-up" has passed akmg the word wltb the remit that gam- 
bling, at least, seems to have closed down for a cooling off period— 
with all the gambling paraphertfaUa In stwage. Duration of the shut- 
down will probably ^tepend iipq||4he election in June. 

That is what a spot check wkild Indicate. Several of the gamblers, 
in fact, are quite open about the electl(m-day date for reopening their 
various games. 

Publicity is a wonderful thifi^. Quring the past few years, every- 
one has been cognizant of the fact that gambUjii^, drink selling, and 
other illegal pursaito have thrived on Virginia |teach and in the coun- 
ty. But, like the weather, no oRe did anything about it. 

Came the hot light of newspaper pu|»licity— came the parento up 
hi arms about the ratty little holec-ln-J^-wall that sold hard liquors 
to their children— came tihe realization that the situation was out of 
control, and that year-arouAd 8«-ealled dubs were about as rotten as 
such places can get—and the word was passed along "Close up until 
the heat is off." ' 

Right now, with the exception of slot machines here and there 
(we can think of about twenty-flve although with this brief item, 
those too will probably be moved), and the sale of whiskey by the 
drink to^,the safe people in the nip Jointo, the Beach is clean. 

A Grand Jury investigation called at this auspicious moment 
would undoubtedly find the situation well in hand, with a lily having 
nothing on us for purity. Our officials. Town and County, who declare 
that they can find op evidence of gambling and nip-Jointo would be 
absolutely right— for the time being. 
Tile Pallaey That Gambliiig Is Needed 

But the gamblers and those who make it a business to countenance 
the existence of gyp-Jointe have no idea ^hat the purity will last. They 
are playing the waiting game— they are waiting until the lieat is off 
and the usual complacency of the people sete in. They are waiting 
for the word to get around that business "needs" this wi«r of taking 
in the tourist dollar. 

The reasonipg of the complacent people who declare "We need 
this attraction for the tourist trade" is completely false. It is not 
good business. When and if the money comes in, does it turn back 
into the town? ' 

Figures, and proved figures, show that when gambling and othet- 
iUegal pursuita are removed from the economy of a municipality, the 
per capita savings of the residents of that municipality Immediately 
goes up. In one community, it was ^own that bank deposite ^x capita 
raised in one year more than $400 immediately after gambling joints 
were closed up. That means a lot of purchasing power fot* a commu- 
nity. That is the kind of prosperity that a town needs, not the flashy 
26-cent cigar that the gambler sports along with his Cadillac he 
bought somewhere else,tor his fancy Brooks Brothers suite. That is 
the kind of money that stays at home, that goes its rounds in the 
community.

Legal Deer Kill In 
State Increases 



Rescue operations at )dej[iths up 
to 800 feet are possible with a new 




The legal deer klU in Vhvinia 
this year exceeded that of last 
season by at least 30 per cent, 
with checking stations from live 
remote counties still not tabulat- 
ed. The legal kill thus far for the 
1049 season was 0,839. Last year 
the figure was 5,330. 

Bast of the Blue Ridge, the kill 
was 4,877; west of the mountain/, 
1,953. Thus there we;e more bucks 
killed this year in the mountains 
than the 1,783 anhnals which 
were relessed in the successful ef- 
forts to restore the deer to all of 
the suitable ranges hi western 
Virginia where in most areas there 
had not lieen a wild deer for 80 
years. 

Sussex led all of the counties 
in deer bagged during the season 
Just iMtst. The kill hi Sussex was 
703. Prince George was next with 
631. In Bath, the leading deer 
county in the western area, the 
kill was 460. HaUfax hunters flag- 
ged 409. An interesting figure is 
that for Augusta, where 374 deer 
were killed Ui a brief open sea- 
son, in a county which had no 
deer until a few years ago. 

Interest in deer hunting In- 
creased greatly in the past year 
and wiU doubtless be reflected hi 
total sales of big game stamps 
when the tabulations from all the

It to quite true that the sun eat 
<ie beneficial. It Is so recognlMO 
by the medical profession. Hello- 
therapy to the medical term foi 
sun treatment. It to employed tt 
some extern to bone tuberculosli 
and to the treatment of certalt 
blood dtoeases. However, whei 
thus used by physicians It Is ver} 
carefully supervised and the ex- 
posure to strictly regulated. These 
face todicate thM as a therapeu- 
tic sgMit it to limited. It foUuwi 
that well persota must recognua 
the body's Umitatiohs to sun ex- 
posure. al;o. 

"Sun-4Mthtog enjoys a well-de- 
served popularity. The trouble 
arises when lltJe or no considera- 
tion to givm tc the damage :t eae 
so Insidiously do. In the milite 
caaee painful turns result, to the 
more sevMe onea serious illneaeeti 
can occur, even deaths have been 
attributed to thto cause wneit 
other bodily complications wete 
tovolved.

Why Is much of the Mate High- 
way System obsolete? Because 
most pment-day routes were con- 
structed in the early days of the 
automotive age. When they were 
built, the most important ccnsid- 
erations were all-weather surfac- 
ing, easy grades, and inexpensive 
dmgn. Sharp curves and narrow 
road-beds were but negllgljle 
handicaps for traffic that moved 
at 35 miles per hour. 

Ai a result, thousands of miles 
are too narrow. There are un- 
counted curves never designed for 
800 m.pJi. traffic, ftldgaa are too 
narrow and are of insuftlcient 
strength for heavy vehicles. Orade 
crossings, blind hlUi. narrow town 
and city streeto pose constant 
danger for speed-minded modems. 
The road system has never kept 
pace with the autcunoblle. 

The postwar highway must pro- 
vide maadmum safetr for a mass 
of high speed traffic. Heavily- 
traveled roads require wide traffic 
lanes, easy curves, flat grades, 
wide shoulders, ovei'-all strength 
and durability, tn many cases, 
multiple lanes, channelised inter- 
sections, and elaborate grade sep- 
arations are essential. Road bases 
must be constructed to withstand 
the Incessant pounding of heavy 
trafllic. As a result there must be 
more paving, more earth-moVing, 
and wider righto-ot-way.

"The beat way to stsrt the dsy 
right is to Mt s good Iffeskfsat," 
Dr. L. L. RopM, Stste Heslth 
Commlasioner. ststea "Whether 
child or adult, sn sdequste mesi 
st breskfast time la eaaentlal." 

"It might be called the most 
important meal of the day. A car 
wouMnt go very far with only a 
limited amount of gaaoUne. Nelth. 
er will the body go far without 
nouriahing food. 

"Heaeareh atudiea have proved 
that important and practical 
benefits reeult from the habit of 
eating a good breakfast. The 
maximum work output is Increas- 
ed, the mind is mora alert, and 
muacidar fatigue la leawned dur- 
ing the morning houn. When 
breakf aat is ommltted there la a 
marked reduction In the amount 
of work one can put out, a de- 
eresse in mental alertnen, and 
an increase in muscular fatigue. 
Therefore, everyone diould eat, a 
ino^r breakfast to feel well, to 
ito his work Justice, and for the 
sake of health. 

"This is very plausible," the 
Commissioner continued. "Most 
persons geiurally eat supper or 
dinner at about 6:00 in the even- 
ing. Usually from that time until 
7:00 the next morning, the stom- 
ach has no nourishment, approxi- 
mately 13 houn. Then if break- 
fast is skipped or Just barely eat- 
en it is 5 more houn until noon, 
so altogether the body may have 
no nouriiriunent for 17 or 18 houn. 
No one can be expected to do his 
best work if these habits are con- 
tinued. 

"The Vhvinia State Health De- 
partment recommends that fruit, 
cereal, bread, milk and eggs be 
Included in the daily breakfast. 
They will provide the food «ib- 
stances everyone needs tQstart 
the day right. ^'^ 

"Bat a good breakfast," con- 
chided Dr. Roper.

Tips On Growing 
African Violets 
Given by Expert 

Do you grow Africsn violets? 

tf you do you'll be interested in 
the following advice from A. G. 
Smith. Jr.. associate horticulturist 

at V. P. L 

The ideal soil for African violets 
is composed of equal parts of gar- 
den loam, sand and" peat or leaf 
moid. Add some very old manure 
or a little bone meal, the latter in 
the proportion of one teaspoonful 
to a five-Inch pot. Mix thoroughly. 

Do not let the plant get too dry 
or too wet. Tempenture of the 
water should be near rooin tem- 
perature. Water irom the base, 
and keep water away from the 
heart of the plant. 

The plant does not like strong 
sun, but does appreciate warm in- 
direct light. Bastem exposure is 
ideal. 

African violets do not need 
much fertiliser. A 4-12-4 or 8-10-5 
fertiUier is rectHnmended, one tea- 
spoonful to a quart of water. 
Weak liquid manure may be used, 
but too much may produce leaves 
instead of fiowen. 

The vii^ets can be imnwgated 
from shigle leaves. Cut a fUU 
grown leaf with a one>inch stem. 
Insert the stem in sand and peat 
moss. Setting the leaf strai on s 
slsnt wUl help. 

Mealy bug is the chief enemy 
of African violets. It la omtroUed 
by spraying with warm water, or 
by udng tme of tlw wrays f«r 
sucking insects. A cott(»wUm>ed 
toothpick .dinted in water is an- 
other way to remove them. 

The nUntmum night tempwa- 
ture hi whiter should be 00 to 88 
degrees Pahrenhdt. At lower tem- 
peretures, African violets tmly 
struggle ah»g.

The 
tiuteh tried it 18 years ago, and 
found that it nude the road stand 
up better under winter cold and 
summer heat. 

A test rubber road in Holland, 
after 12 yean' use under heavy 



traffic, is still in good shape, while 
adjacent stripe without rubber 
have had to be repaired twice. 

In 1949 four sUtes— Ohio, Vir- 
ginia, Minnesota and Texas— la'd 
test strips of natural rubber- 
asphalt . living. If these prove as 
successful as highway engineen 
hope, a new era in road conilruc- 
tion will be here. And in addition 
to extn wear, these rubber-sur- 
faced roads have proved that they 
reduce skidding.

Fabrles for Slip Coven 

Many cotton fabrics selling In 
stores this wrin< are Ideal for 
slip coven because they are wash- 
able, durable, rnuonable in price 
and attractive in color and de- 
sign. Homemaken are reminded 
that slip coven represent a con- 
siderable Investment hi raimey, 
and also hi labor and time if 
homemade. Thus, it pays to choose 
fabric that not only suits the de- 
corative scheme of the room but 
alao wean well, wsdiea without 
shrlnksge snd holds Its color 
against light and laundering. Dry 
ilotning adds to Uie cost of slip 
coven so it |»ys to use fabric 
which can be laundered at home. 

Closely wowen fabrics hold thebr 
shape well, are ea^r to work on, 
tailor well and keep dust from 
sifting through to the furniture 
underneath, while loosely woven, 
sleaxy fabrics whksh stretch, fray 
at edges and often pull out at the 
seams are difficult to make hp 
neatly and are a poor protection 
against dust. 

Some of the most serviceable 
cottons for slip coven are perma- j 
nently glased chintx, cretume. I 
plain or striped denUn, galatea, 



rep, Ftench ticking, and, tot mora 
dressy appearance, lightweight 
tapeatriea, drapery aateen and da- 
maak. Ginghams and pereales 
wash earily but often wrinkle more 
than heavier fabric. They are 
good lightweight materiala for 
slip covers but generally are only 
38 inches wide, thus may not cut 
to as good advantage as wider 
materials. I 

If fabric Is not liOieled as pre- 
shrunk snd f sst color sgshist light 
I snd Isundering, it is wise to buy 
shout three-fourths of s ysrd snd 
Isunder It at home. Messure the 
fabric before and after laundering 
to see how much it atulnks and to 
note any loss of color. If shrlnk- 
able material stiU is the choice, it 
pays to wash and iron it before 
making up into slip covers. 

Upper back and arms of chain 
or loungea usually get the most 
soil and wear. So it often pays to 
buy enough fsbric for pieces to 
bsste fist on bsck snd arms. Theae 
can be washed separately if neces- 
sary. Be sure the design of the 
extra piece and slip cover match 
so that these extras don't show.

catlcmal Job through advertising.

In order to inake available more 
good homes to the average man 
and at lower cost through private 
enterprise rather than through the 
wasteful and vastly more expen- 
sive "charity housing" project cur- 
rently being offered Iqr the gov- 
ernment. 

"Let's call a spade a spade and 
refer to this so-called public hous- 
ing program by its right name- 
Charity Housing." said Mr. Ryder 
as he attacked the wastefulness 
and high cost of this program to 
the taxpayer. 

Many people are still living In 
substandard housing, deqilte the 
tftct that their Incomes have mat 
terially InereaaMLjnM* *• largtly 
throuth iMk of proper Informa- 
tioD toi the part of these people 
who want and need homes. Num- 
bers of people believe that build- 
Ing materials are In short supply- 
others think building costs are too 
high. "The facts are Just omw- 
slte." said Mr. Ryder. "Most build- 
ing materials are ploitlful and 
while building costs are up. per- 
centegfs-wlse, they are knrar now 
than they were In 1089. Building 
costs are still lower, percentafe- 
wise. than wages, food, dothlng. 
and costs of government." 

"Such mlacmieeptlons can be 
corrected tmly tiy telling the pub- 
lic the facts." stated Mr. Ryder, 
and he added that a well planned 
advertising program Is the best, 
quickest and most inttpensive 
way of accomplishing this. 

Newwaper advertising Is by far 
the best medium," he continued. 
•;tt Is the basic advertising med- 
ium. Upon Its success In a large 
measure deitends the success of 
all your other promotional eftorts.

to ilnkhom Bay. Seven daybea- 
cons. four red and three black, 
have been erected in the windhag 
channel of Long Creek between 
Lynnhavn Inlet and tlie Beach 
Canal. These beacons were esUb- 
lished by the U. S. Coast Guard 
as the result of an application pre- 
sented last wintCT over the signa- 
tures of fifty local boatowners.

The police are no help, for they must te aware of the situation, 
yet do nothing. The officials are no help, for though they have sworn 
to uphold the laws of their community and their state, they refuse 
to see the evidence on all hands of these shady practices. The towns- 
petQiIe themselves are no help, for many of them believe falsely that 
such activities are of benefit to Virginia Beach and the county, and 
many otho's Just do not care. 

The Oovemor himself Is no help. 

Recently, a law abiding citizen, a man with a home, cliildren, and 
a tauslneaB here, haa turned over to us correspondence which he has 
had with dovemor BatUe on the subject. He received the brush-ofr 
politic— he came face to face with the Orrat Stymie! 

In his 'first letter to Oovemor Battle, this citlsen made some seri- 
oui charges, based on fact. He called to Oovemor Battle's attentltm 
the fact that not only local laws but State laws were being ignored: 
he said that "it Is evident that the local constabulary either will not 
or cannot cope with this lawleaaness." 

This man Is not a fanatic. He, even as you and I, likes his fun. 
But he Is an Intelligent man, and he has looked beyond the local 
merchants tiny cut of the slot-machine profits or the Innocent fun 
the elderly widow has with her nightly bingo gamra, and has seen 
that where «MfiHition exista in a emomnnity, the breakdown of all 
law wifor c MB ent and ail self respect Is Imminent. 

To this man's letter, Oovemor John Stewart Battle replied: 

"I regret that In your discussion of conditions at l^rginla Beach 
that you did not particularise to the extent of siQiplylng tangible In- 
formation upon which enforcement action could be taken. As you 
know, the primary rewonsibllity for law enforcement in this State 
rests upon the local authority. I understand it lias been the policy 
of the Oovemor's office in past years to respond readily to any re- 
quest from local authorities for assistance in law enforoement. That 
will continue to be the policy under my administration, mnd as evi- 
denced in the recent coal mining areas in Virginia, it also will be my 
purpose to see to it that the State's obllgatlmui in these matters Is 
discharged where local authorities are unwilling to properly entoree 
the law. ..." 

The Oreat Stymie! 

iWtell. our friend did as the Honorable Jolm Stewart Battle sug- 
gested. He said: "... I cannot subscribe to the theory Uiat when 
known conditions of a criminal nature exist that it be the duty of 
the Individual citiien to establish the case legally before the law en- 
forcement agencies will even make an invesUgation. . . ." He par- 
ticularised. He named names and addresses, he sent preii clipphigs 
from the Norfolk newspapers suggesting that all Was not as it should 
be. That letter was dated May 11, 1950. TO date he has received no 
acknowledgement from the Oovemor.

DDT dust, alone, or in combina- 
tion with rotenone or sulphur. 

If you spray, use a preparation 
cf one ounce of 50 per cent wet- 
table DDT powder in three gal- 
lons of water or bordeaux mix- 
turt; or. two ounces of 25 per cent 
wettable DDT powder in three —

Blanching is done in bolUng 
water fcr a specifled time. The 
times vary for different vegetaWes. 
The vegetables are placed In boil- 
ing *watcr. and the water brought 
ba,:k to a btrtl as soon as possiUe. 
: It shmild not take longer than one 
minute. Use about one pound of 
'vpg3tables per gallon of water, or 
one pound of laafy vegetables per 
two gallcna of water. Start count- 
ing the time from the moment the 
water begins to boll again. Time 
rnd blanch exactly and remove 
from the water. 

After blanching, the food must 
be cooled quickly. This is very im- 
portant. After removlBg them 
from the bolHng water, fdunge the 
vegetables into a water bath to 
which ice has been added. Use Ice 
if at all ponlble, but if you do 
not have it, use the coldest water 
you cap obtain. Leave the vege- 
table in this cold water for as long 
a time as you blanclwd it. Make 
sure it Is thoroughly cooled before 
you remove and package it.

A DSyr dip fcH- the family (tog 
will give effective protection 
agamst ticks in the early sumnm' 
when the insects are at the height 
of their activity, says J. O. Rowell, 
entmmdogist at V. P. I. 

It is easier to cover a dog thftr- 
oughly with DDT by dipping rath- 
er than dusting with powder, al- 
though a 10 per cent DDT powder 
may be iwed. Few a weekly dip. 
buy 50 per cent wettable powder 
and use in water according to di- 
recUoBs on the package. Usua'ly 
ai» level tablespoonful of the pow- 
der to one gallon of water is 
enough. 

II it is not practical to prepare 
a dtp for ndo and her pup«. a, 
satisfactory water suspension 
spray ein be made by mixing 4 
ounces (about two tablespornfuls) 
■A » per cent wetta;le powder in 
ane gallon of water. This spray 
can be applied with a small com- 
orosed air sprayer. Saturate the 
dog, and repeat the treatment 
about every two or three weeks 
during the "tick" Aeason. 

The spray is not eifeetive after 
the ticks have already become at- 
tached to the dog. Use It before 
the dog has a chance to come in 
contact with the Insects. 

Mr. Rowell warns that DOT 
should never be used on the family 
sat. Cats are much less tolerant 
to this potson-than dogs, and when 
they Mck their fur they may eat 
enough DDT to cause lllnsss and 
scmetlmes death.
